“SENATOR BRUCE'S TACT. 


lHiow He Solved the Race Problem on «a 
Mississippi River Boat. 

Commodore Van Santvoord, one of the 
wealthiest of New York business men, ° 
the owner of the Hudson river line of 
boats, narrated a most interesting and 
wholly new anecdote about Mr. Bruce. 
The Commodore said that after Mr. 
Bruce had been elected Senator from 
Mississippi he engaged passage on one 
of the Mississippi steamboats up the 
river on his way to Washington. The 
captain of the steamboat heard that the 
black Senator-elect was to take passage 
by the boat, and he said that he would 
teach this colored upstart his place if 
he tried to put on any airs on the steam- 
boat. The captain himself told Commo- 
dore Van Santvoord what foll.wed. 

He said that Senator Bruce came 
aboard the boat and at the first con- 
venient opportunity sought the captain. 
He said to him: “Captain, I am going 
& part of my journey on your steam- 
boat, and I want to say to you that I 
want my trip to be made as pleasant 
and agreeable to you as it possibly can 
be; therefore, if you will acsign me to 
that place on the boat where my people 
are usually located, and give me a place 
at the table where the colored people 
get their meals, I shall] be very much 
obliged to you.” ‘*‘When he said that,” 
said the captain, “and as modestly and 
politely as ever ® man spoke to me 
in my life, I looked at him for a mo 
ment, and then seized him by the arm 
and said: ‘Come with me; there is 
nothing on my boat too good for you, 
sir, and I insist that you shall sit with 
me at my own table at meal hours.’”

OUR MOTIVES. 


The East has never com prebended 
the motives of those who have agitated, 
and who will continue to agitate in be- 
half of free coinage. We lave not 
been—as asserted by the New York 
press—‘‘laboring and bobbying to ad- 
vance the price of silver merely for the 
benefit of a few mining companies.” 
We bave not been lobbying at all, and 
the intimation to the contrary made by 
serfs of Wall Street in the House of 
Representatives is false and cowardly, 
and should have been so denounced at 
the time and in the place where it was 
uttered. The friends of free coinage 
are fighting for a principle as dear to 
them as was the destruction of slavery | 
tv the abolitionists, and as imponsible 


of adjustment by compromise. To me 
the very phrase ‘‘compromise’’ is hate- 
ful, because it exhibits such total ob- 
liviousmess of the fundamental idea 
upon which our contest is based. No 
‘price’ which silver can be manipn- 
lated into reaching through creating 
by law a forced and artificial market 
for it will atone for the offense of mak- 
ing it a commodity at all. 


FLUCTUATIONS IN PRICE AND PRODUCTION. 


For the sake of the miners and 
farmers and debtors of the land, I 
hope that the enactment of the bullion- 
purchasing bill will be followed by a 


rapid advance of silver to par, but I 
um unable to share in the general be- 
lief that*such will be the result. 

When the Blard-Allison law was 
passed in 1878, silver was selling at 
$1 15 per ounce, and the production 
of that year in the United States was 
34,960,000 ounces. In 1879 silver 
dropped to $1 12 per ounce, although 
the production decreased to 31,550,000 
ounces. In 180 silver advanced to 
$1 14, and the production decreased to 
30,320,000 ounces. In 1881 the pro- 
duction increased to 33,260,000 ounces, 
and the price remained at $1 14. In 
1882 the production increased to 36,- 
200,000 ounces, acd the price stil] re- 
mained at $1 14. If 1883 the produc- 
tion decreased to 35,730,000 ounces, 
and the price fell to $1 11. In 1884 
the production increased to 37,800,000 
ounces, and the price remained at 
$111. In 1885 the production in- 
creased to 39,910,000 ounces, and the 
price fell to $1 07. In 1886 the pro- 
duction decreased to 39,400,000 ounces, 
and the price tumbled to $1. In 1887 
the production increased to 41,260,0U0 
ounces, and the price fell to 98 cents. 
In 1888 the production increased to 
45,780,000 ounces, and the price fell to 
94 cents. In 1889 the price was 93%, 
cents, and the production increased to 
50,000,000 ounces. | 

These figures show a steady decline 
in silver from $1 15 to 934 cents per 
ounce between 1878 and 1889, during 
all of which time the two million a 
month compulsory coinage law was in 
operation, and they also show that 
increased or decreased production in 
the United States did not affect the 
price of silver. In one year, with a 
decrease in production of 10 per cent., 
there was a decrease in price of 3 per 
cent. In another year, with an in- 
crease in production of 15 per cent., 
there was un increase in price of 2 per 
cent. In still another year, with a 
decrease in production of only 1 per 
ceit., there was a decrease in price of 
7 per cent. 

WILL THE NEW LAW ADVANCE THE PRICE? 


It does rot follow that increasing the 
silver bullion purchases of the United 
States ftom $24,000,000 worth to 
54,000,000 ounces per annum will ad- 
vance the price of silver, because, 


while weshall purchase thirty millions 
per annum more, other countries may 
purchase thirty millions per annum 
less. 

At 9345 cents per ounce England 
sent to Asia last year sixty-eight mill- 
ions of silver, of which eighteen mill- 
ions were shi directly from Amer- 
ican ports. The purchases of silver 
made by Great Britain in 1889 were 
twelve millions more than her pur- 
chases in 1888, and her purchases have 
increased e year @iuce 1886, when 
silver fell from $1 07 to $1 per ounce. 
Who can say if England will continue 
to buy at $1.15, or $1 10, or even $1 05 
per ounce, as wuch silver as she was 
willing to buy at 9344 cents per ounce? 
England may have been since 1886 
‘loading up” with cheap silver for 
her Asiatic dominions, as the in- 
tereats of her ruling classes are in the 


able to influence, if not control, the 
market by lessening her purchases or 
withdrawing altogether as a purchaser 
for coinage, she may pursue such 
course. Certainly if England buys 
pers TH less annum because 
we thirty llions +more, and 
there shall be no diminution pro- 
duction, silver will not be appreciated 
in value by the new bullion purchas- 
ing law. 


NO SAFETY EXCEPT IN FREE COINAGE. 


THE EFFECT ON POLITICS. 


The effect of the new bullion pur- 
chasing law upon politics will depend 
largely mpon the course of the silver 
market during the next few months 


Unless there shall be a repid and 
permanent advance in the price of bar 
silver we will, I fear, lose—as we de- 
serve to lose—many Kepublican dis- 
tricta in lowa, Minnesota, Wisconsin. 
Illinois and Michigan, and in the 
South I doubt if out of the eighteen 
Republican members who voted 
against free coinage, enough will be 
left for seed. I do not think that the 
Republican party will lose anything 
west of the Missouri river, for its 
members there are as solid for free 
coinage as the members of the Demo- 
cratic party east of the Hadson are 
solid against it. 

Administration pressure will not 
amount to much in this State, for we 


every other issue if necessary in order 
to obtain our rights. The Republican 
party east of the Missouri is not strong 
enough to discipline us into the sur- 
render of our position, and the paseage 
uf the pew bullion purchasing bill will 
not prevent us from immediately aud 
vigorously renewing the fight for free 
coinage. 

In making that fight we must recog- 
nize that east of the Missouri the Re- 
publicans are generally against us, and 
that south of the Potomac and west ol 
the Hudson the Democrats are gener- 
ally with us. The situation to us 
trans-Missouri Republicans is not free 
from peplexity, but we need be no 
more troubled withrit than are the New 
England and Middle State Democrats 
troubled by the attitude of their West- 
ero and Southern party friends. One 
thing that makes in our favor is that 
unless free coinage shal! be adopted 
before the summer of 1892, the Deni- 
ocrats will be in a worse dilemma than 
were are now. If they nominate 
Cleveland or Hill upon a free coinage 
platform they will wio no votes from 
the West; if they nominate a Western 
mao upon a free cuinage platform they 
must surrender ‘all hopes of carrying 
New York or holding New Jersey and 
Connecticut. 

It seems to me that if free coinage 
shall not be established before the 
campaign of 1892 the fifty electoral 
votes of the twelve States west of the 
Missouri certainly, and the fifty-nine 
electoral votes of lowa, Miunesota, 
Michigan, Wisconsin and Indiana, 
probably, and the twenty-two electoral 
votes of Lilinois, pussibly, will be given 
to whichever party shall by its plat- 
form and its candidates most unequiv- 
ocally promise the adoption of free 
coinage.

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Strange Lands. 


Regions Where White Mao Has Never Been 
Before—Popular Impressious Regard- 
ing Keoog, Mer Mountains and 
Inhabitants, Are Erroneoas. 


The Paris Geographical Society’ last 
month gave its grand medal of gold, 
the highest honor it has to besww, to 
Captain Binger, the intrepid explorer, 
who has made the most notable journey 
for years in the interior of Africa, says 
the New York Sun. The public bas al- 
ready been told of hig visit.to the 
famous city of Kong. which no white 
man ever saw before; of his discovery 
that there are no Kong mountains, and 
of his long journey from the Niger 
river to the Gulf of Guinea through 
wholly unknown lands. But many in- 
| teresting details of his journey were 
' not known untjl his long address before 
the Paris Geographical Society. Some 

of the pictures he brought home with 
him have also been published, one .of 
which, the view of Kong, is particularly 
interesting because though the world 
had known of the city for many years, 
nobody had apy idea bow it looked, ex- 
cept that it was supposed ta be buried 
awong mountains, which proves to bea 
very. incorrect notion. 

- Captain Binger was well fitted for the 

difficult and “dangerous mission he 

undertook, for his quality as an African 
traveler had already been tested in 
three’ previous journeys to Senegal, 
during which he bad lived long among 
the natives and underswod several of 
their languages. He teft Bamaku, the 
principal French post on the upper Ni- 
ger, inthe spring of 1887, and his first 
miss10R on pis journey tnPougn tne un- 
known-to the ivory coast. Was to attempt 
to make peace between two powerful 
negro kings (both of whom had accepted 
-the protectorate: of France)—Samory, 
-4the famous Mohammedan prophet, and 
*Tieba. - Ringer found that Samory was 
besieging Sikaso, the chief town of his 
-enemy Thither, with his modest little 
escort of ten menin charge of eighteen 
-well-laden: donkeys, the explorer 
wended his way. War with all its hor- 
rors was everywhere nranifést. 

‘War and famine.” says Binger, 
‘chad made a vast charnel house of the 
many provinces in this great region. 
Thedead were scattered everywhere. 
Many villages were deserted. «The first 
day I entered the stricken region I 
counted fifteen bodies slong the road. 
Later 1 was able tocount them by the 
handrecs.

In every little thicket, in| 


all the huts of the depopulated villages | 


I found the dead, and many a skeleton 
was bleaching in the sun. On some 
river banxs where. there ‘was only one 
boat to convey the fugitives fleeing 
from the enemy the frightened crowd 
had fought for the possession of the 
boat. and the’ weaker had succumbed 
and died on the bank, too feeble to win 
the other shore by swimming across the 
deep, swift stream. These rivers gave 
me a great deul of trouble, for I had to 
unload the donkeys and put our trade 
goods in smaller packages, which I 
placed in large calabashes that my men 
pushed before them as they swam the 
rivers. 

“After marching fifteen hours a day 
for seven days I reached Sikaso, the 
chief town of King Tieba,a place of 
about five thousand inhabitants, sur- 
rounded by a great clay wall flanked by 
huge towers that served as bastions. 
This kind of fortification is considered 
as impregnable by the blacks. In these 
sieges, therefore, the aim of the in- 
vesting army is to reduce the town by 
famine, or to win the mastery through 
the treason of some of the inhabitants. 
Tieba is an energetic negro, and as fast 
as Samory ereeted wooden fortifications 
around the town he drew up redoubts 
opposite them outside the walls, and he 
even succerded in preventing Samory 
from completely investing the town. It 
was. therefore diffieult to reduce the 
| place by famine, as it was impossible to 

prevent Tieba from bringing in pro- 
visions. About once in eight days a 
large force of Tieba’s soldiers would 
come from the country witb a fresh sup- 
ply of food. He Kept im the town only 
a sufficient number of men to defend 
the place, and the rest of his troops 
were engaged in keeping up the supply 
of provisions. 

Captain Binger’s efforts to restore 
peace were in vain. Samory said he 
told the people of his capital when he 
left them that be would never return 
without the head of Tieba, and he 
intended to keep his word. Twelve 
thousand of his. people were scattered 
around the walls of Sikaso, of whom 
‘six thousand were soldiers armed with 
flintiocks. The others were laborers, 
bostiers and women. Most of his cav- 
alry .borses died for lack of proper and 
sufficient food. Binger left Sikaso not 

without great difficulty, for Samory 
thought it wduld help him to spread the 
| rumor that thé white man was the mes-

| senget from a great army of whites who 
were coming to aid him to overthrow 
Tieba. In the end, however, Samory 
was compelled to go home without 
Tieba’s bead, for fatigue, hunger and 
wounds carried off so many of his sol- 
diers that be gave up the siege as a bad 
job. . ,

was stopped. A hostile chief barred the 
way, end he was compelled to retrace

The | 
herbage is more rank and savage than | 
along other parts of Binger's route, and | 
offered an excellent theater for the 

operations of the brigands. | 

In Mossi, however, Captain Binger 
had a royal reception, the King loading 
the little expedition with food, giving 
its leader a horse, ana accompanying 
him in all his excursions. An unfortu- 
nate incident occurred, however, show- | 
ing the fickleness of royal favor ininner 
The King was on the point of 
making a treaty with Binger when the 
news came that a German expedition 
was approaching the country. The 
rumor scared the King nearly out of his 
wits. He thought his country was go- | 
ing to be overrun with white men, and | 
with much trepidation he requested 
Captain Binger to take his departure. 
The explorer spent a month in Mossi, 
and he regards that country as one of 
the most promising he has visited, He 
says itis a beautiful land of plains, very 
well adapted to cultivation and cattle- 
raising and thickly populated. He 
estimates the population at about thirty 
to the square mile. 

On his way back to Kong Binger 
visitec the well-known town of Salaga, 
a place of about 6,000 inhabitants. which 
he describes as tbe dirtiest place he 
ever visited. This town, not very far 
from the large Volta river, has long had 
relations with the European colonies on 
the coast. If itis very dirty the citizens 
may urge that they have not a particle 
of water fit for drinking or bathing pur- 
poses in their neighborhood. They car- 
ry nearly all the water they use a dis- 
tance of about eight miles, and the 
trade in water and wood engages a con- 
siderable part of the population. It is, 
however, a8 a@ great salt market that 
Salaga is chiefly famous, and an enor- 
mous region derives its entire supply 
of saltfrom the mines at Salaga. The 
fact that the natives wished to be near 
the source of their salt supply, which is 
their chief industry, explains the pecu- 
liar circumstance that they built their 
town So far from water. 

In his little party Binger bad in the 
way of fire-arms only one rifle, a fow)l- 
ing-piece and two revolvers. To win 
the friendship of the unknown people 


also found to be very serviceable a letter 
from a high authorityin the Moham- 
medan world of that region commend- 
ing him to the friendship and hospital- 
ity of all followers of the prophet.
